The examination of national school-teachers 
for the various certificates of qualification to 
teach in and through Irish was held yesterday 
(November 23rd) by the Department of 
Education at 74 centres throughout the Free 
State—Dublin, Cork, Limerick, Galway’ and 
all the larger towns. 5,000 teachers of 
national schools and persons qualified to act 
as teachers sat for the examination, in which 
there are three grades—Teastas, Da-Theangach 
and Ard-Teastas. a

[FIANNA FAIL DEPUTY SUSPENDED 
FOR THE SECOND TIME 


NOISY DEMONSTRATION BY THE 
OPPOSITION.

One of the Fianna Fail representatives 
for Cork Borough, Mr, Flinn, again came 
into conflict with the Chair in Dail Eireann 
yesterday, and was suspended. 

Mr. Coburn, of the National League, 
and the members of the Opposition _pro- 
tested against the suspension, and some 
disorder ensued. It was claimed by the 
Opposition that Mr. Flinn had not used 
the words attributed to him, and that the 
Speaker had acted under a misapprehen- 
sion. The matter may come up for dis- 
cussion on next Wednesday. 

The incident occurred during the debate 
on the Appropriation Bill, which eventually 
passed final reading by 78 votes to 55. 

The Teachers’ Superannuation Bill 
finally passed, and the House agreed to 
the second reading of the Courts of Justice 
(No. 2) Bill, 1928.

NOTIONS ABOUT THE 
APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Resuming the debate on the second reading 
of the Appropriation Bill, 1928, 

RI OE (F.F., Dublin, 8.), said that 
in the opiniofi of his party the housing policy 
of the Government was all wrong. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Government, Dublin, 8.), 
said that he was sorry to hear Mr. de Valera 
say that he was the victim of moral assassina- 
tion. He (Dr. Hennessy) had no sympathy 
with such methods, but, somehow, the agsassi- 
nation was very crude, for anybody who 
would look at Deputy de Valera would not 
regard him as a successful Don Juan. He 
had heard no practical suggestion as to how 
economies could be effected, except with re- 

ard to the Civic Guards and the Army. He 

lieved that if they had no Civic Guards or 
Army they would have anarchy in the coun- 
try. The existence of these forces secured 
constitutional] law, and the rule of the majority 
made them necessary in their present num- 
bers. If they wanted to raise a Joan in the 
morning, and these forces were abolished, that 
loan would be a failure. For that reason the 
Civic Guards and the Army were a business 
proposition. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that there seemed to be 
a certain amount of mystification as to what 
the Appropriation Bill was. It was not a 
run over estimates again to discuss particular 
matters affecting members’ own constituencies. 
It was meant for the discussion of general 
matters which were relevant to the particular 
bill. Such things as old age pensions and 
general taxation iad nothing to do with the 
bill. Reference, for example, had been made 
by Mr. Corish to the destruction of Liberty 

all in 1914, and by Deputy Ruttledge to the 
case of ex-R.I.C. men. These were not matters 
for the Appropriation Bill. Deputy Fahy 
had complained of the number of cammissions 
set up without result, and then asked for an- 
other one with general terms of reference as 
to what good they were gettmg from the 
money expended on all forms of education. 
That was what passed for criticism of the 
Appropriation Bill. 

A DOUBTFUL BLESSING. 

Another deputy, Mr. Little, wanted Irish 
neutrality guaranteed by France, Germany, 
Great Britain and the United States. That 
was his solution, and he talked about the 
benefits of anteed neutrality. They all 
knew what benefits had been gained by Bel- 
ium over her guaranteed neutrality. It did 
ii no good, but a lot of other countries 
gained a great deal of the support of world 
opinion as a result of the violation of Belgian 
neutrality. Probably if Irish neutrality was 
guaranteed, and subsequently violated, other 
nations might gain by the violation, but we 
would not. 

A complaint was made by Deputy yas 
that a letter of his to the Department wit 
reference to the kelp industry had not heen 
answered for three months. If the deputy 
was seriously concerned about the kelp in- 
dustry he could easily have called the atten- 
tion of the Minister to the fact that his letier 
had not been answered, instead of. waiting 
for three months to make use of that fact 
when a suitable occasion arose. [If 
the deputy would even now give 
the date on which the letter was written he 
would try and have it traced. As a matter 
of fact, the kelp industry had been occupying 
the attention of his Department for many 
months. Of many suggestions made, two 
were outstanding, and outside advice had 
been called in to advise oh their comparative 


merits. 
THE SOVIET. 


Reference was also made to his attitude to 
Soviet Russia. What he had said on the 
question of trading with Russia was that, as 
far as the settlement of trade relations with 
different foreign countries was a matter of 
importance, the Government was dealing with 
the various foreign countries in their order 
of relative importance to this country as far 
as trade and diplomatic relations were con- 
cerned. If evidence was advanced that the 
absence of such relations was impeding trade 
at the moment it would raise Soviet’ Russia 
considerably higher in the Department’s list 
of relatively important nations. He asked 
those who believed that the Government's 
attitude in this matter was governed by 
some agreement with England to test it by 
advancing some. practical proposition, and 
they would find that the Government was 
not opposed to any necessary arrangement. 
Eventually trade relations with Russia 
would be established in a formal way. 

On the suggestion made by Mr. Carney 
that persons in receipt of Government grants 
for the erection of houses in O’Connell street 
should have to use Mountcharles stone, Mr. 
McGilligan said that there were no Govern- 
ment grants for this purpose. 

Mr. CARNEY (F.F., Donegal) said that he 
saw an advertisement stating that this site 
carried a Government grant of £18,000. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that this money 
was compensation for property destroyed, and 
would not suffice to rebuild the buildings. 
The people concerned were not favoured 
citizens in receipt of a subsidy, but unfortu- 
nate citizens, and was there to be added to 
their misfortunes a clause: prescribing the 
material they were to use. He presumed 
they would use Mountcharles stone if it was 
suitable and economical, but to insist on their 
doing so would be a form of protection. 
Was that suggested’ 

Messrs DE VALERA (F.F., Clare) and 
LEMASS (Dublin S.) asked would these 
people be allowed to use Mount Charles 
stone; was there not an agreement among 
the suppliers of building materials govern- 
ing the point? 

r. GOOD (Ind., Dublin Co.)— An agree- 
ment of which only you know. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that the question 
they were discussing was whether there 
should be protection for Mount Charles 


stone. 


DEPUTY SUSPENDED. 


SPEAKER ON RESPECT DUE TO 
THE CHAIR. 


Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Borough) said 
that it had been suggested by the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce thet there was 
nothing. but irrelevancy in the discussion the 

revious day in every word that was said 
rom the Fianna Fail benches. If they were 
irrelevant there must not have been proper 
supervision by the authority in the Chair, 
and now that a proper authority— ——. 

The SFEAKER (sharply)—The Minister 
made no such suggestion. The deputy made 
the suggestion himself, and it is uniformly 
consistent with his attitude towards the 
Chair whoever the occupant is. No such 
suggestion was made. It was untrue, and 
was unworthy. and it should not be made 
any more. Not another word of it. 

Mr. FLINN made a remark which was not 
clearly heard in the Press Gallery, but was 
su uently stated to be “a privileged 
attack.” .

The SPEAKER—Will the deputy repeat 
the statement? 

Mr. FLINN—I will not, sir, 

The SPEAKER—I will repeat it. The 
deputy said “the privilege of the cat.” 
Deputy Flinn’s conduct in this House is 
becoming intolerable. I name Deputy Flinn 
for insolence to the Chair. 

President COSGRAVE—I move that 
Deputy Flinn be suspended from the service 
of the House. 

The SPEAKER then put the motion and 
declared it carried, 

Mr. FLINN—I wonld like to tell—— 

The SPEAKER—The motion is carried. 
Deputy. Flinn will retire from the House. 

Mr. LEMASS then called for a division, 
which was taken, and resulted in 71 votes 
for the motion, and 55 against. 

A DELAYED EXiT. 

The SPEAKER—TI accordingly ask Deputy 
Flinn to withdraw. — 

Mr. FLINN then rose, bowed towards 
the Chair, and was about to retire, when 

Mr. DE VALERA asked was it wrong for 
a deputy to use the words “ privileged 
attack” when a Minister chose to speak 
last and was in a privileged position to make 
Statements which no deputy was in a posi- 
tion to reply to? 

The SPEAKER—The words seemed to me 
to be “the privilege of the cat.” I asked 
what words were used, and the deputy 
refused to give them. It is not in order for 
any deputy to make an attack on the Chair 
or on anyone occupying the chair, no matter 
who he is. The matter has -been put to the 
House and the question decided. 

Mr. DE VALERA—I formally protest on 
behalf of our party. We think that the 
Chairman is irritable this morning. 

The SPEAKER—The decision of the House 
has been given, and there is an. end of it. 
Deputy Flinn has been asked to withdraw 
and no point of order can be raised on that, 
and certainly not while Deputy Flinn is 
present. 

Mr. FLINN then withdrew from the House 
amidst hand-clapping from the occupants of 
the Fianna Fail benches. : 

Mr. LEMASS—What has Deputy Flinn 
been suspended for. There was no justifica- 
tion whatever for it. (Opposition cheers.) 
It is the majority vote again—putting men 
out of this House for no conceivable justifica- 
tion, (Renewed Opposition cheers.) 

DISORDERLY SCENE. 

Mr. COBURN (National League, Louth) — 
I wish to protest against Deputy Flinn being 
suspended—being put out of the House. 
(Opposition cheers, members of the party 
standing up.) There was absolutely no 
ground for it. (Loud cheers from the Fianna 
Fail benches.) 

Amidst considerable disorder the Speaker 
could be heard crying for “ Order.” 

Mr. HASLETT (Independent, Monaghan) 
shouted to Mr. Coburn, ‘Sit down !”’ 

Mr. COBURN—I will sit down just when 
I like. No deputy in this House will make 
me sit down. 

The SPEAKER—Will Deputy Coburn sit 
down? 

Mr. COBURN—I must protest against this 
wrong decision taken here. 

The SPEAKER—Deputy Coburn must sit 
down. 

Mr. COBURN sat down. 

Mr. COONEY (F.F., Dublin, N.)—The 
Chair let McGilligan insult a deputy here 
yesterday. Ministers can do what they like. 

The SPEAKER—This whole question is 
one which may be decided if certain steps are 
taken 

Mr. McENTEE (F.F., Dublin County)— 
The decision was taken on a wrong statement 
made by the Chair. We heard the words 
“privileged attack’’ used, and they were 
distorted into ‘‘the privilege of the cat.” 

The SPEAKER—That may be the case, 
but a decision has been taken. It may be 
gone into on a particular occasion, but it 
cannot be gone into now. 

Mr. LEMASS—It appears to us that there 
is on the part of the Chair a decided prejudice 
against Deputy Flinn that does not operate 
against others. 

POSITION OF THE CHAIR. 

The SPEAKER said that Deputy Flinn 
had taken up a certain attitude towards the 
Chair, and referred to a previous incident 
when the Deputy Speaker was in the chair, 
and Mr. Flinn had said that his ruling was 
a “damn shame.” The same thing happened 
constantly. Neither the Speaker nor the 
Deputy Speaker could be carped at in the 
chair. They were in a different position from 
the ministers. A minister was fair game, 
and members could attack mimisters almost to 
any degree; but it was not in order to adopt 
the same attitude towards the Chair. He 
disliked discussing this matter in the absence 
of Deputy Flinn. They might be able to get 
this whole matter settled by the following 
Wednesday. If he (the Speaker) was wrong 
in his view of Deputy Flinn’s attitude to the 
Chair, he would be the first person to 
acknowledge the mistake. There were 152 
members and himself in that House, and '151 
were able to agree with the occupant of the 
chair. He would be very glad, indeed, to be 
undeceived if he was mistaken, and very glad 
to start along a new line. 

Things could not be settled by disorder in 
the House, and, as far as he was concerned, 
he would he prepared to discuss the matter 
either with the Committee on Procedure 
Privileges or with responsible leaders of the 
Opposition Party. From the point of view of 
any deputy who might succeed him in the 
chair, he regarded it as his bounden duty to 
see that a proper attitude was maintained by 
all deputies towards the person who was in 
the chair. If there had been a mistake it 
might be solved, but it could not be solved 


at that moment. 


‘OBVIOUS MISUNDERSTANDING.”’ 

Mr. LEMASS—In view of the fact that 
there was on the part of the Chair an 
obvious misunderstanding as to the words 
used by Deputy Flinn, and in view also of 
the fact that deputies did not know for what 
Deputy Flinn’ was removed, and that his 
attitude was no more disorderly than that of 
other deputies on other occasions, will you 
take a motion to rescind the decision of the 
House ? 

The SPEAKER—I will not. : 

Mr. DE VALERA said that, to his mind, 
the statement, “The cat has come back,” 
did not mean any insult to the Chair, but 
that the Speaker was stricter than other 
people who occupied the chair. 

Mr. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin) said that he 
had heard Deputy Flinn use the words, 
‘‘ Privileged attack,’’ and had had his hear- 
ing confirmed by Deputy Flinn since. He 
asked the Speaker if he still thought that 
Deputy Flinn had used the words, the ‘“‘ pri- 
vilege of the cat.” 

The SPEAKER—I will accept Deputy 

Flinn’s word at once for anything he said, 
and I accept Deputy Briscoe's statement 
now. 
President COSGRAVE said that Standing 
Orders did not permit review of a case in 
which a decision of the House had been 
taken. The Standing Orders were such that 
they exalted the occupant of the Chair to a 
very important and privileged position, and 
he thought that there was general agreement 
amongst all parties and all people on that. If 
there were disagreements as to the decisions 
of the Chair they could be settled, but cer- 
tainly not in the heated atmosphere in which 
they occurred. If there had been a miscon- 
ception, or any incident which should be 
taken into account, that was not the time for 
it. He suggested that the matter shuold 
now be allowed to drop. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin, North) said 
that the attitude of Deputy Flinn on the 
present occasion was not one which would 
tend to show disrespect. to the Chair, and it 
was not intended as such. He believed that 
the Speaker had misunderstood Deputy 
Flinn, and that a palpable injustice had been 
fone. He suggested that the injustice should 
be undone as rapidly as it had been done. 

TO BE CONTINUED. 

The SPEAKER said that the matter could 
not be reviewed then. If there was any 
misunderstanding he would be the first to 
admit it. It could be raised again on Wed- 
nesday, but not at the moment. 

‘Mr. McGILLIGAN, resuming the debate 
on the Appropriation Bill, said that Deputy

It was 
then discovered that? the smallest economic 
unit of production was one producing 
fourteen million bricks in the year, and the 
consumption of bricks in this country hardly 
amounted to that. If there was an obliga- 
tion on ple building to usa Irish bricks 
he feared that it would increase the cost of 
building. 

RUMOU RAND MR. DE VALERA. 

They were still wondering, added the 
Minister, why Deputy de Valera had given 
ublicity in that House to rumours which 
ad been circulated about him in America. 
He could not imagine how the deputy could 
be justified in making allusion to unsavoury 
statements made in the U.S.A. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that it was plain 
that the Minister had not read the context 
of his speech. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—Then they were made 
here? 1 never heard of them 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wexford)—Does the 
Minister recall a reference by the ex-Governor- 
General in the Shelbourne Hote), and would 
he consider that unsavoury? 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that would be 
widening the scope of the subject He did 
not think that the matter should have been 
mentioned in that House by Deputy de 
Valera. 

Mr. DE VALERA—If the matter should 
never have been mentioned, what is the 
necessity of bringing it up now? 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford)—Does the 
Minister forget that a statement alleged to 
have been made by Mr. Aiken in America 
was referred to by the Minister for Agri- 
culture? 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—It was not the pro- 
mulgation of a rumour. The Minister for 
Agriculture read an extract from a speech. 

Mr. DE VALERA—Will the Minister read 
my speech? 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—There is a very clear 
distinction between rumours and what the 
Minister for Agriculture read from a speech. 

“ A MEAN ACTION.” 

Mr. DE VALERA—There was a mean 
action by the Minister for Agriculture in 
suggesting that Deputy Aiken in the United 
States was telling cock-and-bull stories to the 
American people. On that I brought in the 
question of truth, and that ‘probably the 
reason why Deputy Aiken mentioned this 
matter was about rumours at election times. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—T fail to see the con- 
nection yet. The. Minister for Agriculture 
quoted from a no WAP ie report, and not his 
imagination. But will leave the matter 
where it is and the House to wonder why 
particular rumours were introduced. 

On a division the second reading of the 
bill was passed by 80 votes to 53—only the 
Fianna Fail members voting against it. 

The bill was then put through its remaining 
stages, and, on the motion that it finally 
pass, 

President COSGRAVE said that it was 
not due to discourtesy that the Ministers had 
not dealt in detail with the points raised by 
the Opposition during the debate on the 
second reading. Over one hundred hours 
had been devcted towards discussing the 
estimates, which this bill simply appropriated, 
and it was unreasonable, in his view, after 
that detailed discussion, to raise points on 
this bill, such as why somebody did not get 
a pension, or some other minor details. 


WASTING TIME. 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin Ccunty) 
said that it was largely owing to the fact 
that the Minister for laden and Commerce 
refused to speak the previous day when asked 
by Fianna Fail that the incident of that 
morning had occurred. Owing to the Minister’s 
refusal to speak, Fianna Fail members held 
that the Minister was making use of his 
privilege of concluding the debate tu make 
statements to which they could not reply. 

President COSGRAVE said that it appeared 
to him that many of the points raised were 
merely out to score debating points off men 
holding the responsible positions of Ministers. 

On a division the final reading was carried 
by 78 votes to 53. 


TEACHERS’ PENSIONS.

SUPERANNUATION BILL 
PASSED. 

President COSGRAVE moved the money 
resolution providing that, for the formulating 
and carrying out “ schemes for the provision 
of pensions and gratuities for, or in Yespect 
of, teachers and certain former teachers, it 
was expedient to authorise the payment out 
of moneys to be provided by the Oireachtas 
of (a) payments into the Pension Fund set 
up for the purposes of any superannuation 
scheme under such Act, and (b) any expenses 
incurred in carrying such Act into effect. 

The MINISTER FOR EDUCATION said 
that it was impossible to give an indication 
of the amount, because the bill would cover 
all classes of teachers. 

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway), speaking in 
Irish, said that he was glad to hear that the 
bill would cover all classes of teachers, and 
he hoped that consideration would be given 
to the old teachers who went out under the 
old scheme, and that in the case of in- 
spectors, when their pensions would be cal- 
culated, they would get credit for the period 
they spent as teachers. 

The motion was passed. 


AMENDMENTS TO BILL, 

On the Committee stage of the Teachers’ 
Superannuation Bill a number of amendments 
by the Minister for Education were adopted. 
One of them provides that the word 
“teacher ” includes a person who was a 
secondary teacher on the Ist January, 1927, 
and ceased to be such a teacher after that 
date and before the passing of this Act, and 
also a person formerly a teacher who while 
a teacher was appointed to a Civil Service 
post, and at the passing of this Act held that 


St. 

The bill passed through Committee. 

Standing Orders were suspended and the 
bill finally passed. 


COURTS OF JUSTICE (NO. 2) 


BILL. 

Mr. FITZGERALD KENNEY, Minister 
for Justice, moved the second reading of the 
Courts of Justice (No. 2) Bill, 1928. The 
purpose of this bill is to validate certain 
judgments marked in the office in undefended 
actions up to the 18th October, 1928, which 
procedure was taken away by the new Rules. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE (Fianna Fail, Mayo, 
North) welcomed the bill, but complained of 
the delay in intreducing it. There was con- 
sidered hardship over the confusion that 
arose, and it was an extraordinary thing that 
the judges of the High Court approved the 
Rules and permitted the interpretation placed 
on them. There was, he thought, even yet 
considerable doubt as to whether under this 
bill it would be safe to enter up judgment. 
Difficulties also existed by reason of having 
no Circuit Court Rules. The Master’s juris- 
diction should be clearly defined, and it would 
ulso be of advantage if that jurisdiction were 
extended. He suggested that the time was 
opportune when the whole working of the 
High Court Rules should be considered. They 
had resulted in considerable confusion and 
hardship. Some 2,000 judgments were 
affected by that bill. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that the 
bill had been brought in to deal with a 
particular emergency owing to mistakes which 
had been made in marking judgments. He 
was Satisfied that the rule-making authority 
would: deal with the question and would go 
back to the old procedure. 

The second reading was agreed to and the 
House adjourned until Wednesday next at

ADDRESS AT UNIVERSITY 
COLLEGE, DUBLIN. 


INSPIRATIONS FOR 
IRISHMEN. 


‘Idealism in Literature and Life’’ was 
the subject chosen by Mr. T. A. Rourke, 
the Auditor, for his address at the 
inaugural meeting of the seventy-third 
session of University College (Dublin) 
Literary and Historical Society last night. 
Dr. Coffey, President of the College, 
occupied the chair. 

Idealism in life, the speaker held, gave 
us idealism in literature, and that idealism 
in literature was the foundation of further 
idealism in life. The Christian ideal was 
truly the most permanent and most force- 
ful in the true civilisation of all time, 
and it was here that some of the greatest 
ideals in literature had found their 
inspiration and strength. 

Mr. Justice Creed Meredith, Mr. 
FitzGerald-Kenney (Minister for Justice), 
Professor A. E. Clery, and Mr. T. Bodkin 
spoke on the address. 

The real basis of the ideal in life, said Mr. 
Rourke, was love—a love that did not arise 
from the natural law, such as the love of a 
mother for her child, but a love that was not 
bound by definitely human ties; a love that 
was founded on sympathy, a sympathy that 
was founded on their creation from the God 
of Sympathy and of Love. 

The speaker endeavoured to show the con- 
nection between idealism in literature and 
idealism in life. Idealism in life gave them 
idealism in literature, and that idealism in 
literature was the foundation and inspiration 
of further idealism in life. 

Through literature they sensed the idealism 
of Plato, they lived in the sunlit islands and 
purple seas of Homer, and groped through 
the dark inferno of Dante; they had travelled 
with Milton through his Eden, with Shake- 
speare in an Elizabethan England, with men 
and women more finely réal than the people 
of the England of Elizabeth. We had im- 
bibed their ideals; they were our mental food. 
They were an inward force that led us higher. 

IMAGINATION’'S PART, 

In creative literature, which in itself was 
an ideal literature, the part played by the im- 
agination was twofold. There was. first the 
working of the imagination in the mind of 
the poet. In the second case there was a 
characteristic power possessed by creative 
literature to appeal to the imagination of the 
reader. The artist must find his materials 
in the world of reality and reproduce them in 
changed form; he reproduced in his work an 
““idea ” of the reality. He idealised his sub- 
ject, and his idealisation was, therefore, the 
unconscious criticism of nature by the human 
mind, and was in itself an idealised reality. 
Art could be more pathetic than nature, and 
pathos was the sign and measure of beauty 
of the highest class. Of all the Arts, crea- 
tive literature lent itself more to the idealisa- 
tion process than any other. 

The interpretation of science appealed 
merely to a limited faculty, and not to the 
whole emotions and ideas of the human mind. 
There must be present in literature of the 
ideal a solid foundation of truth. The idens 
contained in literature must be in harmony 
with the best traditions of the human race, 
and although creative literature often drew 
its inspiration from religion and patriotism, 
it could not be identified with either. 

THE CHRISTIAN IDEAL. 

If they considered carefully the works of 
the master-mind of creative literature 3t 
would be found that they described more 
the effects of the ideal on men and things 
than the ideal itself. Perhaps they. woul! 
expect too much of these writers to ‘expect 
that they would be capable of describing the 
abstract, and yet how near to a description 
of the ideal itself did Dante come in his 
delineation of the Blessed Virgin. 

In the consideration solely of literature 
they found that the predominant principle 
of idealism found its expression in the 
dectrine of poetic justice. The Christian 
ideal was ni o the most permanent and most 
in the true civilisation.of all time. 
Its very foundatiotia ‘were built on pure 
idealism. It was re that some of the 
greatest ideals in liferature hand found their 
inspiration and strength. 

Professor A. E. Clery, in proposing a vote 
of thanks to the Auditor, said that the whole 
trend of modern literature and art was 
against the Auditor's views on idealism. The 
Auditor was a young man, but he was right. 
He had adopted the views of the great men 
of the past.. Two ideals which the Auditor 
had advanced, and which they should always 
have before them were religion and patriotism. 
The real things of life came from devotion to 
those two ideals, and when joined together 
those two ideals enabled Irishmen to do the 
things they had done. (Applause.) 

Mr. FitzGeral-Kenney, Minister for Justice, 
in seconding the motion, said that the address 
showed great literary skill. He thought it 
was a very good thing for everyone 
to look within and examine themselves. Each 
should ask himself what his ideals were and 
how far he had been realising them. The 
paper read by the Anditor was provocative 
of such thoughts. When talking about 
idealism, they had to be very careful, because 
they had the true, yalimalde and helpful 
idealism; and, on the other hand, they had a 
false idealism, which did not help. He 
thought the idealism of the young men of 
that and other similar societies was a matter 
of the first importance, as it wae to such 
young people that the present generation had 
to look for its successors, and if its suc- 
cessors were men who would follow a high 
ideal, then the present generation could hand 
down its cares to them with confidence. 
(Applause. ) 

The vote was passed with applause. 

REALISM AND IDEALISM. 

Mr. Justice Creed Meredith, in proposing 
that the Society was worthy of support, said 
that the best way to explain what was meant 
by realism and idealism was to explain what 
realists and idealists thought of each other. 
A realist regarded the distinction between 
realism and idealism as only another impres- 
sion of the contrast between life and fiction, 
poetry, and dreaming. The realist imagined 
that an idealist had a rooted contempt for 
facts, that he was utterly unpractical, and 
that, if one probed him deep enough, one 
will find that, in his hearts of hearts, he 
believed that only the non-existent really 
existed. 

In the case of realism and idealism he 
himself was an idealist in life, but a realist 
in fiction. This did not mean ignoring or 
distorting the facts: It meant having that 
unswerving assurance in the truth that gave 
the courage to face facts squarely. Argue 
with an idealist on any of these questions: 
‘‘ Ts there a national and international right 
or wrong?” or “Can a law be unjust?” or 
‘‘Has a minority any rights?” or. “ Is 
democracy a failure?’’—and they would soon 
see if the idealist’s philosophising was remote 
from the realities of life. Why, he was a 
man who was absolutely convinced that a big 
principle was at stake at every turn. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mr. T. Bodkin, D.Litt., in seconding the 
motion, said that the Auditor had left some 
doubt as to what really was idealistic litera- 
ture. Some of the most effective literary 
idealists had been those who selected for 
themes depraved or ignoble characters set in 
a harsh or squalid environment. Their treat- 
ment of such themes right be realistic and 
yet testify to the loftiest ideals of charity and 
ity. 

Once they were agreed as to what was 
idealism in literature, they would -have no 
difficulty in agreeing that idealism was 
essential for great literature. He was rather 
afraid of ideals. Outside the sphere of 
religion there were some great ideals which 
should not be handled except by very great 
men. In the ‘hands of the inefficient such 
ideals were as dangerous as dynamite.

The French Budget. 

Despite the gloomy predictions of his 
critics, M. Poincaré seems to be making 
a success of his fifth Ministry. He has 
sacrificed the active co-operation of the 
Radical-Socialists, who are fairly strong 
in the Chamber ; but they realise that the 
defeat of the Government would be a 
serious danger for France, and, although 
they may not support it, they at least will 
refrain from active hostility to it. In these 
circumstances there is little doubt that 
M. Poincaré will secure the passage of the 
1929 Budget before Christmas. He has 
retired from the Finance Ministry, which 
is occupied now by M. Chéron, a former 
rapporteur; but he will continue to. be 
mainly responsible for financial policy, 
leaving M. Chéron to administer. the 
Departinent. The Budget will be balanced 
at about 45,225,000,000 francs, or less 
“than £400,000,000—a figure which repre- 
sents about half the size of the British 
Budget. M. Poincaré’s financial policy 
during the last two years has been a 
brilliant success. He has restored French 
finance to a completely normal condition. 
His stabilisation of the franc at roughly 
one-fifth of its pre-war gold value has 
improved the economy of the Republic 
almost beyond recognition, and the new 
Budget will mark an important milestone 
on the road to financial recovery. It really 
is more than a Budget; for it contains 
important clauses relating to naval and 
military affairs, as well as the famous 
clauses about Church property which 
brought about the fall of M. Poincaré’s 
last Ministry. These clauses have been 
modified, however, to meet the criticisms 
of the anti-clerical party. 

Both the military and the naval esti- 
mates are greater than those of last year, 
although the period of compulsory service 
has been shortened. The Readical- 
Socialists: are opposed to this increased 
disbursement on the fighting forces, and 
M. Malvy already has crossed swords 
with the Premier on the subject. The 
most important of the new estimates, 
however, is that which provides for funds 
for purposes of aviation. France now has 
a separate Air Department, which is being 
organised with much zeal., Her General 
Staff, apparently, has reached the conclu- 
sion that aerial defence must be developed, 
and a huge air fleet is being constructed. 
For purposes of research alone, the Air 
Budget makes provision for credits to the 
extent of 120,000,000 francs, as well as for 
150,000,000 franes by way of loans. Sub- 
sidies to the amount of 170,000,000 francs 
are being given to civil aviation. France 
has the largest military air force in the 
world, and she is increasing and improv- 
ing it day. Her civil flying 
services cannot yet compare with those 
of Germany, but they are’ being 
reorganised, and within the next twelve 
months substantial improvements will be 
It is a significant fact that the 
supporting the. Govern- 
ment’s air programme. One of their 
number, Deputy Renaudel, has consented 
to act as rapporteur for the air estimates. 
There is virtually no opposition to the 
proposal to extend the Republic’s flying 
forces ; for when the ‘‘ security ” of France 
is brought into question all Frenchmen

The attitude of the Radical-Socialists to- 
wards the new Government virtually en- 
sures its existence until the Budget has been 
passed safely through Parliament. Nobody 
knows what will happen then. Politics in 
France have undergone a welcome change 
since 1926. Formerly politicians cared 
little about financial or economic 
siderations. Time after - time Govern. 
ments were wrecked by political in. 
trigue at moments when attempts were 
being made to stabilise the currency ; and 
it was not until the headlong fall of the 
franc to the price of a penny gave even 
the most rabid politician a serious fright 
that a more sober frame of mind began 
to manifest itself. Now every member of 
the French Parliament has one eye on 
the Money Market. The lesson of July, 
1926, has been taken to heart. M. Poincaré’s 
task has not yet been finished; for he 
has devoted the last two and a half years 
to foundation-laying. The super-structure 
of economic prosperity remains to be built. 
When the 1929 Budget has been passed 
this work can begin in earnest, and, 
unless some unforeseen crisis arises in the 
meanwhile, there seems to be no reason 
why the present Government should not 
stay in office for at least another year. 
If M. Poincaré succeeds in his attempt to 
obtain some £832,000,000 from Germany 
in fina] settlement of her reparations 
claims, bis title to the Premiership will 
be unchallenged. In order to attain 
this end, however, he must make 
arrangements for the refunding of the 
French debt to the United States. The 
Mellon-Bérenger agreement has not yet 
been ratified, and until this omission bas 
been made good the Washington Govern- 
ment never will approve of the proposal! 
to mobilise Germany's bonds.

Back to the Land. 


Signor Mussolini has turned his master- 
ful mind to. Italy 's housing problem. In 
Italy—as in all civilised lands, including 
Ireland—the towns are increasing at the 
countryside s expense. The efforts of 
urban authorities to keep pace with the 
demand for new houses are heart-breaking 
and futile, because the growth of such 
houses is exceeded always by the size of 
the rural influx. Indeed, the mere ex- 
penditure on housing attracts country- 
dwellers to the industrial cities. In an 
article in his journal, the Pépolo d’ltalia, 
of Milan, Signor Mussolini declares that 
this vicious circle must be broken without 
further delay. He says that the housing 
problem will remain unsolved so long as 
the State admits “a sort of natural right 
for every country jake to have a house in 


con- 


a town.” In the first six months of this 
i year the natural increase of Italy’s urban , 


which are being spent on the housing of 
these invaders represent so much “ petri- 
fied” money: they could be spent with 
larger profit on the encouragement of 
agriculture. For the Dictator conviction 
and decision are simultaneous, and his 
remedy is simple. He gives notice of his 
intention “to compel without mercy the 
surplus inhabitants of towns to return to 
the country.”” .Within the next eighteen 
months all such persoms, who have not 
found work in the towns, will be “ cleared 
out,” and further immigration from the 
country to the towns will be prohibited. 
On June 50th, 1930, landlords in towns 
will be relieved of all contractual obliga- 
tions to this class of “surplus” ‘tenant. 
If coercion is necessary, says the Duce, 
it. must be applied; and he has em- 
powered all officials throughout the 
Kingdom—in which category he includes 
journalists and school teachers—to apply 
coercion. It seems that the period of 
eighteen months’ grace is illusory; for 
the ardent officials already are at work. 
In the towns the Fascists are compiling 
lists of “superfluous.” residents, who will 
be “invited ” to return forthwith to their 
villages. One of the incidents in Artemus 
Ward’s famous panorama of Vesuvius was 
described’ as “Napler making tracks” ; 
and now—since Naples is among the most 
congested cities—hundreds of perturbed 
‘“Naplers’’ will be making tracks for the 
open fields. In the country districts, 
where the Fascists are guarding the 
railway stations, the péasant who tries 
to take a train for the nearest town will 
be a brave man. Thus promptly and 
effectively is Signor Mussolini solving a 
problem which is an increasing perplexity 
for less resolute Governments. Perhaps, 
the Free State Government will decide to 
follow his example. Such a decree would 
be a quite logical development of its 
present policy of compulsion, and the 
resultant saving would endow new em- 
bassies in Patagonia and Siam. 


The Storm. 


The storm which swept over these 
islands yesterday, unlike its forerunner, 
lashed Ireland equally with England. 
Slates flew and glass was shattered in Bel- 
fast ; tree limbs littered the roads of the 
Dublin suburbs; near Naas a boy was 
killed ; Cork suffered the full fury of wind 
from the sea. In County Tyrone farming 
lands were flooded. Around the coast 
ships were in distress, and lifeboats were 
called out to make heroic searches. Liners 
were late in reaching port, and the mail 
boat from Holyhead made Kingstown two 
hours after her due time. Across the 
Channel the wind cried ‘‘havoc!’’ In 
Manchester roofs were torn from build- 
ings, and the gable-end of a house was 
thrown down. Across the Scottish border 
railway trains were brought to a stand- 
still. In Hull a little girl was killed by 
a falling chimney-stack. Rivers over- 
flowed in Wales; cattle and sheep were 
rescued with the greatest difficulty, and 
towns were isolated. Around the English 
coast watchers keep vigil; for ships are 
late in reaching port; some are reported 
in peri], and débris that has come. ashore 
hints. at unreported calamities. This 
winter seems to promise a repetition of 
last winter’s record of exceptionally 
violent weather. Last week a passenger 
steamer took eleven hours to cross the 
narrow channel between Folkestone and 
Boulogne. Man’s boasts of the conquest 
of Nature are mocked in days like these, 
when a Vestris founders and it is 
perilous to walk in city streets. Yester- 
day Ireland was cut off for some hours 
from telegraphic communication with the 
outer world. Messages telegraphed from 
London early in the afternoon reached 
Dublin late at night. For twenty years 
the appeal has been made that interrup- 
tions like this shall be prevented by the 
substitution of a subterranean for an 
overhead telegraph service along the north 
coast of Wales. Year after year storms tear 
down the present lines, and more money 
probably is spent in a few years on re- 
pairs than would suffice to render repairs 
unnecessary. Yesterday, for more than 
one reason, Irish people were anxious 
for prompt telegraphic tidings from across 
the Channel. 


History on the Film. 


A treasure has been saved for 
British nation. During Captain Scott's 
historic expeditions in the South Polar 
regions cinematograph pictures were made 
recording the adventures of the explorers. 
The film which preserves that wonderful 
record was offered, some years ago, to the 
British Museum asa gift.. It was refused. 
Two years ago a body called the British 
Empire Film Institute was formed for the 
purpose of fostering cinematographic enter- 
prise in British territories and preserving 
films of historic interest. It is announced 
that an anonymous donor has purchased 
the Scott film and has presented it 
to the Institute. The pictorial record of 
one of the most famous of British expedi- 
tions thus is secured for the people of 
England How great a gain this is hardly 
can be realised by the present generation ; 
it is the people of to-morrow who will see 
that cinematographic picture moving on 
the screen and will be thrilled What 
would not our generation give to see a film 
which should depict Stanley 's journey into 
darkest Africa and that historic meeting 
with the “ sub-title,’’ “ Dr. Livingstone, 
I presume?’’ How would not our age value 
a few ' reels’ in supplement to Hakluyt’s 
“Principal Navigations, Vovages and Dis- 
coveries of the English Nation?’ Drake 
would spring to the eye—just such a figure 
of curt, swift manner as may be seen on 
the bridge of many a coal-blacx tramp 
steamer to-day. Doughty would be 
there, elegant but subtle. The trial of 
the traitor, the feast oí judge and 
prisoner together ere the sentence was 
executed, and, lastly, Drake's slaying oi 
his false friend with his own on 
that tropical coast—these events would 
eclipse the wonders of Hollywood’s inven 
tive skill; yet they would be pure 
history.

The average housewife is not able to make 
the best use of her money, because she is noi 
being taught to cook in the proper way. 
ung girls get married and have to 
run a house of their own they do not know 
how to cook, nor could they impart know- 
ledge to their children in the art of cuokery.”’ 

This statement was made by Mr. J. J. 
Mullowney, the Secretary of Monaghan 
Technical Committee, when a report from the 
Education Department was read at a meet- 
ing of that body, pointing out that of a 
staff of thirteen teachers only one was 
engaged “in practical instruction—namely 
woo pork seil? suggesting that the organ- 
isation of classes in domestic economy should 
receive the earnest attention of the Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. William Forgrave said that he was not 
satisfied they had such bad cooks in County 
Monaghan, and said that cookery classes were 
conducted in the National Schools under the 
supervision of the teachers. 

t was stated there was no instruction in 
cookery in National Schools. 

Mr. Forgrave said they had this instruc- 
tion in the schools in the urban areas. 

Mr. Carson said they used have 
some of the rural schools. 

It was stated very few rural schools now 
taught cookery. 

The Committee took no action concerning 
the appointment of a domestic economy in- 
structress, but recommended the appointment 
of an additional instructor in manual instruc- 
tion, Mr. Forgrave stating it was a grand 
thing for farmers to be taught how to use 
the saw or the plane in making a barrow, 
mending a ladder or driving a‘nail ag thé oc- 
casion required. eg

ANNUAL MEETING IN DUBLIN. 


The annual general meeting of the Dublin 
University Fukien Mission was held yesterda 
afternoon in the Graduates’ Memorial Build- 
ing, Trinity College, Dublin. The Very

The work of the Mission in China has 
throughout the year, the 

ev. J. Tobias, hon. secretary, said, in pre- 
senting the report. Although the British 
Embassy's restrictions on itinerating work 
have remained in force, they have interfered 
but little with the work, for the reason that 
the only itinerating missionary in the Mission 
—Deaconess Armstrong—is now home on 
leave. The members of the attentuated. staff 
now on the field have been fully occupied’ with 
the supervision of institutions; it has been for 


. them a year of adaptation of methods to meet 


the almost bureaucratic regulations of the 
new Nationalistic régime, and of constructive 
problems concerning the further building up 
of the Church under the changed conditions. 
The task ig made much less difficult than it 
might otherwise be by the happy fellowship 
existing between our missionaries and their 
Chinese Christian colleagues. 
SCHOOL BURNED. 

A fire on January ist reduced to ruins the 
finest of the Mission 's school buildings—that 
which housed the Anglo-Chinese department 
of Trinity College, Foochow. It was decided 
by the of Managers that this school 
pught to be rebuilt at once, the estimated 
cost being around £2,500, of which £1,278 
was forthcoming from the insurance office. 
The Home Committee appealed for one 
thousand pounds to cover the balance. 
towards which they voted £300. This appeal 
has not been as widely responded to as was 
hoped. The fund on October 31st amounted 
to only £662, leaving a balance of £338 yet 
to be raised. , 

Some offers of service have been received 
lately, which were very welcome, as for over 
four years past no recruits. have been sent 
out, and the services of several missionaries 
have been lost from various causes. 

The Rev. E. J. Young, Hon. Treasurer, 
read the financial report. The credit balance 
is £595, as compared with £883 last year; 
£1,284 has been sent to the Church Mis- 
sionary Society for the salaries of mis- 
sionaries, and over £500 to the field for the 
support of the hospital and schools. 

Miss Armstrong gave an account of her 
work in China, and spoke of the numbers 
who learnt first of Christianity when patients 
in the pig ace and were thus eventually 
induced to become Christians. 

THE WORK IN CHINA TO-DAY. 

The Rev. B. W. Simpson said one great 
interest attaching to the work in China was 
that we were at the beginnings of church 
life out there. In each case the foundation 
of the church begins with the personal story 
of some man or woman who has started the 
work, The country is practically settled 
down now except for the presence in many 
places of bandits, which is the only reason 
missionaries are not allowed to go about 
freely. One Government is functioning over 
the whole country to a fair extent more than 
any Government has functioned in China for 
many years past. 

Regretting the lack of recruits, Mr. 
Simpson said that there is a great shortage 
on the men’s side of the work, If there are 
any young men here to-day, he said, or 
young women, who are thinking of going out 
to the mission field it would be a great help 
to know, as then plans can be made accord- 


ingly.

WELSH HUTMENT COLONY 
WRECKED, 

Between four and. five hundred people, 
living in a hutment colony known as 
Woodland Village, ‘Nale, were 
rendered homeless by” the: Last 
week's ‘gale wrecked sixteen huts, 
yesterday the havoc wás completed. 

By midday the condition of the build- 
ings was such that orders were given for 
them to be evacuated. Halls and other 
public buildings are being used fo house 
the families.

BOY KILLED BY A TREE

The river burst its banks in numerots 
places, and inundated wide areas of the 
countryside. 

When the teachers and pupils arrived at 
Calkil] School, on the road between Omagh 
and Baronscourt, yesterday morning, thev 
discovered the school flooded. This school 
has been previously condemned by the 
Ministry of Education. 

Fallen trees blocked many roads in the 
Clogher Valley, and the midday train from 
Maguiresbridge to Tynan was delayed an 
hour in consequence near Augnacloy. In 
the same locality a telegraph pole was 
blown down. ’Buses had to take a 
eircuitous route owing to the blockade of 
trees outside Fivemiletown.

Up to the time oí the world war, and to 
some extent up to the present day, it was 
considered that armaments were maintained 
to secure . What, he asked, was the 
lesson of the war in that respect? The more 
light that was thrown on the history of the 
events leading be the crisis of ‘Toa the 
more it was realised that the real cause of 
the war was ‘the anarchy existing in inter- 
national affairs. It was the existence of 
armaments that threatened the maintenance 
of peace, use with armaments there was 
no guarantee of peace and goodwill among 
nations, So long as the different Powers re- 
presented in the League could arm without 
any control it. would be exceedingly doubtful 
if the vee of the Covenant as to the 
safeguarding of peace could really be carried 
out. The real meaning of the Article was 
that no State could be possessed of so great 
a measure of armaments that it could be even 
tem to use those armaments against the 
spirit of the League. Before the reduction 
could really take place the consent of the 
different Stétes must. be obtained by the 
League for the common. measure of reduction 
which should take#place. 

LITTLE PROGRESS MADE. 

It was now nine years since the Covenant 
had been accepted by the States, but no 
real, palpable progress had been made with 
the problem of reducing armaments. 

Describing the achievements of the 
League, Dr. Lange said that durng the first 
year of its existence only formal progress 
was made. Later a Preparatory m- 
mittee began work, and the disarmament 
problem was discussed in the Press and by 
the public. One conclusion could safely he 
drawn from all that had taken place, and 
that was that the problem of disarmament 
was extremely complicated. As a techn‘cai 
problem it was the most difficult that had 
been submitted to the League. 
hardly a single point on which there was 
full unanimity. He wae hopeful, however, 
that one of the results would be a cessation 
of the increase of armaments. Though that 
might appear to be a very modest result, it 
would, in reality, constitute a revolution in 
international affairs. It was evident that, 
so long as the armament’s problem remained 
unsolved, there would always be a lurking 
danger of war, and always something in- 
secure in the so-called peace of the world, 

It was the duty of everyone to forestall 
the possibility of new rivalry in arma- 
ments, and, as a consequence, to avert the 
possibility of a new war, That could be 
done through the League, which was nothing 
but what the Government of each country 
wanted it to be. (Applause.) 

On the motion of Mr. Thomas Johnson, 
seconded by Sir William Thompson, a vote 
of thanks was passed to Dr. Lange for his 
address. 

Senator Douglas presided at the meeting 
which was held in connection with the League 
of Nation’s Society of Ireland.

GALWAY’S WELCOME TO

URBAN COUNCIL'S ADDRESS. 

Surrounded by the members of the Urban 
Council, Mr. T. N. Redington, Town Clerk, 
read an address of welcome from the Urban 
Council. ‘They felt highly honoured, the 
address stated, that their reverend bisho 
should have been a representative of the Trish 
Churel: and people at the splendid Eucharistic 
Congress, which was such a great manifesta- 
tion of Catholic faith. It was most gratifying 
to learn of the important part played at the 
Congress by our country, particularly having 
regard to the fact that the standard of 
Catholic faith was first raised in 
Australia by members of the Irish 
race. The address continued; “In every 
movement having for its object the 
advancement of Galway you have taken an 
active part, and in the continuous -effogts 
made to improve our city: and ‘its suburban 
health resort, Salthill, we could always rely 
cn your sympathetic support. You have 
been ready and willing to pay heed to the 
appeal of the poor and afflicted, and to relieve 
their distress and console them in their 
affliction.”’

_ THE BISHOP'S REPLY. 

His lordship, in reply, said that he was 
glad to be back again in old Galway and 
among its warm-hearted priests and people. 
He thanked the Urban Council for their 
welcome. The scores and scores of Irishmen 
whom he had met in Australia bade him to 
bring back to Ireland their warmest regard 
and affection for the old land, for whose up- 
liftment and progress they were most anxious. 
The first foundations of the Church in Aus- 
tralia were laid by those who rose against 
tyranny in 1798, They ‘‘rose in dark and 
evil days,” and they had terrible sufferings 
to endure. If the Church in Australia owed 
its origin to these so-called convicts, the 
Church need not be ashamed of its origin. 
They were convicted and deported to Austrelia 
because they loved their native land, If they 
took the Irish element out of the Church in 
Australia there would be very little left. The 
Catholic schools there were voluntarily sup- 
ported by the contributions of the people. 
The faith there was a _ ardent 
and living as in holy Ireland. 
The Archbishop of Tuam and himself were 
told that it would have been an eternal 
source of sorrow to the bishops and priests 
‘and people of Australia if there was not an 
Irish representation at the Eucharistic 
Congress. The Church in Australia was the 
fair daughter of the Irish Church, of which 
Ireland ought to be proud. Not only were 
the Catholics in Australia, and those who 
came from almost every country on earth, 
interested and edified by the Congress, which 
Was a magnificent success, but non-Catholics 
of every shade of opinion weve interested and 
full of admiration.

In the House of Commons yesterday, the 
Solicitor-General (Sir Boyd Merriman) moved 
the second reading of the Appellate. Juris- 
diction Bill, which provides for the appoint- 
ment of two additional members of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, 
with Indian experience, and’ one additional 
Lotd of Appeal-in-Ordinary. 

Captain Wedgwood Benn (Labour, North 
Aberdeen), referring to the call of the State 
on the services of ex-Lord Chancellors, said 
that it seemed to «him highly: undesirable 
that a man should eit in the highest possible 
Court, whether of the House of Lords or the 
Judicial Committee, judging great commercial 
cases, with the EA gá in the public mind 
that the next day he might desert the office 
and himself engage in commerce. 

“It seems to me,” he continued, “' far 
more undesirable if the knowledge in the 
public mind is that, while a man is engaged 
in commerce, he may the next day resume 
his judicial functions. ‘This is a matter of 
public principle. hether he considers it 
appropriate to draw, at-the same time that 
he is engaged in commercial operations, a 
pension from the State is, ha: a matier 
of taste. I submit to the House that a very 
grave question will arise, and the dignity 
and euthority of our courts will be very 
seriously undermined if a new rule is 
established ‘enabling a man to intermingle 
the two functions.” 

Mr. James Hudson (Labour, Huddersfield) 
said that it ought to be made quite clear 
in connection with the Judges of Appeal that 
there was no place for a man who would set 
himself up for public auction, and make it 
quite clear in the public Press and, on the 
public platform that he was out for a great 
deal more than he had hitherto received. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S REPLY.

LONDON STORY OF 
DUNDRUM ESCAPE. 


MAN WHO SAID HE “GOT 
JACK KEOGH OUT.” 

Inquiries made yesterday by an /rish Time 
reporter at the Detective Division in Dublin 
regarding Henry Lewis Devene, described as 
a phrenologist. aged 40, who, when charged 
at the South-Western Police Court London, 
on Wednesday last, stated he “got Jack 
Keogh out of Dundrum,” elicited the infor- 
mation that such a man was not known to 
have taken part in the rescue. The men wh 
carried out the rescue were comparative!’

The rescue of Keogh and another pr 
which was effected on 13th May 
dramatic in its simplicity. Keogh, a nati 
of Wexford, a leader of Republican forces, 
was sentenced to ten years’ pena! serv!t 
on charges arising out of his activities during 
the troubled times.

they ran up to the van, which then turned 
and drove away. The van was found aban- 
doned at a suburban road some hours ‘ate.
